The organization of the Men's Sunday 


evening club in the Congregational 
church, February 11, will be an event of 
interest to all the men in the congrega- 
tion of that church, and also to the mem- 
bers of the other churches in this city. 
A supper will be served on that evening 
and it is expected that at least 300 men 
will be present at the inauguration of the 
movement. 


The purpose of the organization is so- 


cial development among the men of the 
congregation. The club through its com- 
mittees will have the general direction of 
the Sunday evening services in the Con- 
regational church; the pastor will exe- 
cute their intentions and desires as far as 
possible and the services will be made of 
maximum interest. 


An important part of the organization 


will be the institution of Tuesday night 
meetings which will be held for mutual, 
mental improvement. 
Any number may 


form classes for the study of any particu- 
lar subject, and al-eady there have been 
proposed the 
studies of psychology 


philosophy and history. Men not members 
of the church, as well as those in the cong- 
regation of the church, will be invited to • 
loin the club. 


The invitation sent out is as follows: 
"Dear friend: We hope that you will 


approve of the object of the Men's Club, 
whose proposed constitution we send you. 
We believe that there is in our church a 
place for a helpful brotherhood, whose 
motto shall be, "All ye are Brethren." 
We need you and want you in the associa- 
tion. If you can join with us, we cordially 
invite you to be present at our first men's 
supper, to be given promptly at 7 o'clock, 
Tuesday evening, February 11, in the 
church chapel. Please drop the enclosed 
notification in the contribution plate on 
the sabbath or forward it to Mr. Edwin 
Barnard. Yours in the bond of Christian 
brotherhood. 
WILLIAM L. TENNEY. 


With the invitation was enclosed* the 


constitution referred to and also the card. 
The card n as directed to Mr. Barnard and 
the recipient, if he signed it and sent it 
to the address upon it, will have a place 
reserved for him the evening of the 
eleventh. Mr. Tenney last night, before 
he began his sermon, in the reference he 
made to the proposition of forming the 
club said, that all of the men of the par- 
ish are invited even though they did not 
receive an invitation by mail. If a formal 
invitation was not received it was because 
the name was accidently overlooked and 
not because their was any intention to 
omit H. The proposed constitution shows 
better the objects of the proposed club 
than any other way it could be set forth 
and for this reason it is herewith given: 


Article 1—name.—The name of this as- 


sociation shall be the "Men's Sunday 
Evening Club of the First Congregational 
Church of North Adams." 


Article 2—object.—The aim of this asso- 


ciation shall be to add to the effectiveness 
of the Sunday evening services, and to 
secure the co-operation of the men of the 
congregation in all efforts for the physi- 
cal, intellectual and moral well-being of 
the community. 


Article 3—officers.—The officers of this 


association shall be a president, vice-pres- 
ident, secretary and treasurer, who shall 
hold their offices for three months, or un- 
til their successors are chosen. 


Article 4—membership.—All men who 


are nor identified with other congrega- 
gations are eligible to membership in this 
association upon payment of one dollar 
annually. 


Article 5.—Committees. 
The officers 


shall appoint the following committees, 
each of which shall serve for one month, 
with the exception ot the educational 
committee, which shall serve for three 
months. A committee on worship, con- 
sisting of five members, who, with the 
pastor, shall furnish the general order for 
each Sunday evening service. 
A com- 


mittee on music, consisting of three mem- 
bers, who, with the musical director, 
shall see that the evening service is pro- 
vided with appropriate vocal and instru- 
mental music. Acrmmitteeon printing 
and announcements, consisting of three 
members, whose duty it shall be to see 
that the Sunday evening services and the 
educational work of the club are suffi- 
ciently advertised. 
A committee on 


ushers and collectors, consisting of bix 
members, who shall sse that the Sunday 
evening service is provided with these 
officers. A committee on invitation, con- 
sisting of twenty members, whose duty it 
shall be to invite strangers and non- 
attendjnts of any church to the Sunday 
evening service and the "Tuesday night 
institute," and who shall act as hand- 
shaking or general welcome committee. 


A finance committee, consisting of five 


members, who, with the treasurer, shall 
provide for the extra funds necessary to 
the success of the v, ork of the club. They 
shall also appoint one of their own num- 
ber to serve as auditor for that month. No 
committee shall expend any money except 
as authorized by the finance committee. 
A committee on membership, consisting 
of iilteen members, whose duty it shall 
be to secure new members. A committee 
on the boys' brigade, consisting of five 
members, who, with the officers of the 
brigade, shall co-operate in every effort 
for the promotion of true Christian manli- 
ness among the boys. A committee on 
university extension, consisting of five 
members, who shall, in co-operation with 
the officers ot the club, organize a "Tues- 
day Night Institute," at which such classes 
shall be organized as the committee deems 
best, andlecturessaall be given upon such 
subjects as will prove to be of permanent 
educational interest to the general public. 


Article 6.—Meetings, stated meetings 


shall be held on the first Sunday evening 
of each month, at the close of the regular 
church service. Special meetings may be 
called when necessary by the president. 
Meetings for the election of officers shall 
be held quarterly at the call of the presi- 
dent. 


Article 7.—Amendments, this constitu- 


tion may be amended by a two-thirds vote 
of those present at any meeting.

Since the mission lodging house was 


opened the 
TRANSCRIPT has published

many interesting incidents and stories of 
the work, but it is safe to say that among 
them all there has not been one of greater 
interest than the story about te be related, 
or which more clearly shows the real 
value of the work which is being accom- 
plished under the intelligent and consci- 
entious management of Superintendent 
Allen. 


Six weeks ago a boy sixteen years old, 


whose name it is not necessary here to 
mention, applied at the lodging house for 
accommodations. He was a bright and 
intelligent looking youth and his case 
attracted the special attention of Mr. 
Allen, who was convinced that the boy 
was no ordinary "knight of the road." 
He took the boy to his own house and had 
a thorough talk with him. The young 
fellow said he was looking for work and 
told a straghtforward story. He said ho 
had a mother and brothers and sisters, 
but declined to give their residence. Thn 
reservation seemed to Mr. Allen to be the 
only one made. The boy told of his ex- 
perience in looking for work in different 
places and seemed sincere iu his expressed 
desire to obtain employment. 


Mr. Allen, fully convinced that this was 


no ordinary caae, determined to do what 
he could for the youthful wanderer. He 
therefore allowed him to remain at the 
lodging house and pay his way by sawing 
wood and doing various chores about tua 
place. He noticed that the boy voluntary 
ily attended church and Sunday schoo 
regularly and that he was very fond of 
good reading, spending nearly all of his 
leisure time at the public library and 
reading room. The only circumstance 
which was calculated to arouse suspicion 
concerning him was the persistent way in 
which he refused to disclose the location 
of his ho 
- e, but later developments would 


indicate that this was occasioned by sen- 
sitiveness rather than fear of revealing his 
antecedents, for Mr. Allen learned after- 
wards that he was in correspondence 
with his mother, and it was from a postal 
card from her to her son that Mr. Allen 
learned her address. Prior to this time 
employment had been secured for the boy 
in the Sampson shoe factory, but he con. 
tinues to live at the lodging house, as he 
is not yet able to earn wages that would 
warrant him in going to a regular board- 
ing house. 


As soon as Mr. Allen secured 
the 


mother's address he wrote to her and told 
her all about how her son was situated 
and what had been and was being done 
for him. This letter was mailed last Thurs- 
day, and yesterday Mr. Allen received the 
following reply. 


SEXTON'S RIVER, Vt., 


Jan. 31, 1S96. 


DEAR SIR:—Your letter received, and I 


was very glad you took the interest in my 
boy to write. Now in regard to his being 
away from home.Lost fall the basket shop 
where he had worked closed, and it is still 
closed. He disliked farming, and there 
are no other shops here. 
Being anxious 


to find work, he went to Brattleboro and 
looked for work there, and, not finding 
any, he kept on, and when he wrote to 
me'he was in North Adams. 
He wrote 


mo not to worry, for''he -Was well and 
kindly cared for, and was soon going to 
have work in the shoe shop. My children 
and myself are alous in the world and 
this boy, being the oldest, is anxious to be 
all the help he can. He has always been 
all that a mother could ask for. At the 
time he went from home he had no bad 
habits and I hope and pray he will not be 
led astray, for, will it be too much if I say 
I almost worship my boy. My other 
children and myself lean upon and 
look up to him. I have tried to bring my 
children up right. I have always had 
them attend school and have always at- 
tended church with them and Sunday 
school. This boy has always been a great 
reader and very fond of good books, and 
I think for one of his years ho understands 
the Bible remarkably well. I feel so 
anxious about his being away from home 
and a stranger in a strange land, but can 
only leave him in his Heavenly Father's 
care and pray that he will be a great com- 
fort to us all. Words cannot express to 
your mission how thankful I am that you 
have cared for him. What a noble work 
you are doing, and may you be richly re- 
warded I I feel anxious to see my boy, and 
hope to ere long, but feel that he is not 
alone. I shall be very glad to hear from 
you again.

Such a letter as this is indisputable evi- 


dence of the value of the work Mr. Allen 
is conducting in this city, and it is only 
one of many similar letters he has received 
from mothers and wives since the lodging 
houfe was thrown open three months ago. 
Five boys have been restored to their 
homes, a good number of men have found 
steady employment and the work has 
been in all respects a blessing to this com- 
munity and to those who have come un- 
der the care and influence of Mr. Allen, 
whose whole soul seems to be bound up 
in the work in which he is engaged.

pemanent in North Adams, for he believes 
it is needed here and capable of doing a 
great deal of good. He says he is not 
laboring to establish himself here, for 
there are plenty of good men adapted to 
such work, but he believes the city is 
large enough to maintain such an institu- 
tion, the need of which he feels has been 
abundantly shown during the past three 
months. 


Mr. Allen cordially invites the public 


to visit the mission and lodging house any 
evening this week and see what is being 
done. The»ervicesat the mission begin 
at 7 30 o'clock, and at the close of service 
all will be welcome to look through the 
lodging house. The work has now been 
going on for three months and Mr. Allen 
feels that it is entitled to investigation at 
the hands of the community, which is to 
judge whether or not it is worth what tt 
costs.

BOSTON, Feb. 3.—When the murderer of 


Mrs. Sophia Grant loft the kitchen of her 
Brighton street house, Charlustown dis- 
trict, Saturday night, tho retreat was per- 
fectly covered. Mrs. Grant lived with her 
sister, Mrs. Quinlan, who loft tho house nt 
9 o'clock. 
Beturntngat 11 aud receiving 


no answer to the bell, she secured a key 
and found her sister prone on the kitchen 
floor in a pool of blood. There were live 
terrible wounds In the buck of her head, 
three of which fractured the skull. 


Mrs. Ida Quinism, the younger sister of 


Sophia Grant, has been seized upon as the 
fruits of police outhusinsism and lies 
weeping in a coll at station 15. There is 
almost no evidence against her, save that 
she was the last to sea the living Sophia 
Grant and the first to find her il.-iul.^ 


No motive for the murder can be 'discov- 


ered. A ml yet tho murderer must have 
been animated by the most passionate 
hatred or by tho most frenzied insanity. 
Not alone was Mrs. Grant killed instantly 
by a tremendous blow delivered from be- 
hind, but her prostrate boily was pounced 
upon and hacked by repeated assaults 
with some rough, heavy Instrnment, de- 
livered with quick ferocity. 


Mrs. Grant is more cominonly known as 


Mrs. McLeod, she having resumed her 
maiden name after having separated from 
her husband, James Grant, two years ago. 
The McLeods know nothing of this mys- 
terious marriage until a year after their 
sister left her husband. Mr. Grant is siiid 
to bo in the dry goods business In Paw- 
tucket, R. I. 


Mrs. Quinlan was placed under arrest 


yesterdiy at t he house where the murder 
was committed. She was taken to station 
15 much against her will. When tho ser- 
geant arrived at the station house with his 
prisoner she was first taken Into the 
guardroom. There she was severely cross- 
examined as to her part In the Saturday 
ni stht affair. 


Sergeant Fessendcn followed up several 


clews, bringing to light a hatchet, a shovel 
and a heavy stove-lifter. 
He requested 


Mrs. Qulnlitn to remove the dress she was 
wearing at the time. It was the same 
garment she wore Saturday night when 
she 


Directed the Officer, to Her Home. 


The dress and the hatchet, shovel and 


stove-lifter will be taken to Professor 
Woctl of Harvard. He will be requested 
to ascertain if certain stains which are 
upon the garment and each of the three 
instruments fire blood stains or otherwise. 


Mrs. 
Qninlan, after undergoing the 


cross-examination, was placed In a cell. 
In the afternoon she complained of being 
sick, and a physician was summoned to 
attend her. Ho made an examination of 
the woman. Briefly, it is his belief that 
the woman's condition is similar to the 
condition of poisons whom he has ex- 
amined previously, after which he has 
pronounced their case as bordering closely 
upon delirium trtMnens. 


It seoms Mix. Quinlan's husband, who 


Is a freight conductor, ceased to live with 
his wife some time ago, and made no se- 
cret of the fact that his action was due to 
Mrs. Quinlau's drinking habits and bad 
temper. 


During this timo he has allowed his wife 


sufficient money to garb herself and chil- 
dren, but not enough to squander in 
liquor. 
This, it is said, has occasioned 


constant friction, the woman sending mes- 
sengers to her husband demanding moro 
money. 


David Qninlan is a very popular man in 


Charlestown, known to bo n man of do- 
mestic habits aud good-natured disposi- 
tion. But the location, the occupation, 
the character of the man Grant, remain a 
mystery to the police. 


Thus two women, one in jail, the other 


dead, have both been married and both 
separated from their respective husbands. 


Would Have Missionaries Withdrawn. 


H.VKlFOiio, Feb. 3.—R«v. Frank Dixon, 


pastor of the South Baptist church, last 
nisrht preached a vigorous sermon on "Tho 
Efforts Now Makiug to Entangle tho

Suicides' Busy Day. 


BROOKLYN, Feb. 3.—One woman and 


two men committed suicide in this c r 
yesterday. Tho sensational suicide, how- 
ever, was that of Mrs. Augusta Sohwarz, 
a wealthy widow. For some time past she 
had been a constant sufferer from neu- 
ralgia, and that, together with the fact 
that tier husband, Anton Schwnrz, had 
been found dead, about a year ago, under 
peculiar circumstances, had given her 
great mental worry. She shot herself 
through the mouth, and had placed sev- 
eral rubber tubes over the gas jots and run 
them across tho bod where she lay. An 
empty bottle which had contained lauda- 
num was also found in her room. Henry 
Bnruz, 60 -years old, killed himself by 
drinking a mixture of strychnine and 
lager beer, during n fit of temporary insan- 
ity, because he was reduced from the posi- 
tion of foreman to that of conductor on 
the Reade avenue trolley line. Raynor 
E. Rogers, 86> years old, shot himself in 
the head, and died soon afterward, 


Too Much Water. 


MADISON, M.iss., Feb. S.—A terrific rain 


fell bore, washing away bridges and road- 
beds all through this section. The water 
at Calhoun station was the highest for 30 
years. Rains in the past 48 hours in the 
vicinity of Canton have caused the most 
destructive overflow known In this section 
for £0 years. Houses are flooded, and in 
some cases the inmateR.were awakened by 
water coming into t!ielr bouses. 
The 


Illinois Central railroad is submerged and 
many bridges destroyed. An entire fam- 
ily of children wore drowned on the Reid 
place, four miles from Canton, tl)u parents 
having gone to a festival and the dwell- 
ing being flooded before their return.' 


Dueslrow Convicted ol Murder. 


UNIOX, Mo., Feb. S.—The celebrated case ! 


of Dr. Arthur Dnostrow, the St. Louis ! 
millionaire, who has been on trial during 
the past month for the cold-blooded mur- 
der of his wife aud baby, two years ago, 
ended yesterday, the jury returning a ver- 
dict of guilty in the first degree. After 
arguments that took up the greater por- 
tion of Saturday, nnd lasted until almost 
midnight, the case was given to the jury, 
the members of which went to rest with- 
out considering it. Sunday morning the 
jury took up the case, and on the first bal- 
lot unanimously found the defendant 
guilty of murder in the first degrea. 


Wttera Democrats Will Meet 


CHICAGO, Feb. 3.—The Democratic na- 


tional committee has selected the Coliseum 
as tho place for the convention, and has 
chosen the Palmer House as its head- 
quarters. The Coliseum IB at present un- 
finished, but Colonel Diokenson, who is 
the manager of the structure, informed 
the committee that it would be entirely 
ready for the convention by April 1. It 
will seat 13,000 people when finished,

A Decided Advaniaga to Those Interested In 


Oriental Trade. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Tho Japanese 


legation in this city has received an im- 
portant cablegram from the foreign office 
of Japan, with directions to make it pub- 
lic, by the terras of which the rich inland 
of Formosa, which Japan acquired from 
China, will bu opened to triide and com- 
merce. Tuo deoluvaftion is as follows: 


"Order mid tranqiiillr.y having been es- 


tablished in Formosa, tho Japanese gov- 
ernment grants the following privileges 
and facilities to the subjects, citizens and 
vessels of treaty powers boiug in or resort- 
ing to Formosa: First, the subjects and 
citizens of powers having commercial 
treaties with Japan may reside and trade 
In Formosa at Tumsni, Kelung, Amping, 
Tiii-Wan-Fn nnd Takao, and vessels of 
such powers may visit and carry cargoes 
to and from the ports and harbors of Tam- 
sui, KcHuig, Amping and Takuo; second, 
notwithstanding the exceptional condi- 
tions at affairs In Formosa, the treaties of 
commerce and navigation and the tariffs 
and arrangements 


ExhUltiE mid Now la Force 


between Japan and other powers are, so 
far as they are applicable, extended to the 
subjects, citizens and vessels of such pow- 
ers being in or resorting to Formosa, it 
being at the same time understood that 
all persons availing themselves of the 
above enumerated privileges and facilities 
shall obey all decrees and regulations 
which may at any time be in force in 
Formosa." 


Since the acquisition of Formosa by 


Japan then; has been considerable specu- 
lation by merchants and others interested 
In Oriental trado as to the policy Japan 
would pursue, and the above cablegram 
Indicates the purpose of the government 
of the mikado to be an enlightened one, 
having for its object the free development 
of the industries and commerce of the Isl- 
and. 


The places named, it is believed bore, 


arc the principal towns of the island, and 
it is understood that towns excluded from 
the second list is un interior point, the 
other four being ports. 


It is supposed that trading vessels in the 


Pacific will arrange hereafter for regular 
stops at some of tiio ports. 


A Quaker City Blaze. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 3.—Chestnut street 


wns visitod earlyJSunday morning by one 
of the fiercest fires this city has known 
for years. The big seven-story building of 
Charles Hazeltinc and the adjoining five- 
story structure of the American Baptist 
Publication society and the American 
Baptist Historical society were almost 
totnlly destroyed. The buildings damaged 
by fire and wnt«r and falling walls wore 
the four-story dry goods house of Homer, 
Lebontillier & Co., the dwelling liouso 
owned by the Wistar estate and the Hotel 
LaF-ijrette. On either side of the main 
entrance to *he Haseltine building were 
the piano warerooms of Hallctt & Davis 
and of Stpmway & Co. A conservative 
estimate places the aggregate lossatcloso 
to $2,000,000. There were about 250 guests 
in the LuFayette hotel. While there was 
considerable confusion in the hotel, the 
guests, burring a few fainting woman, 
kept cool heads, and nil were removed in 
safety. Many of the guests rushed from 
their rooms in their night clothes. 


Can't Fight For a While. 


ST. Louis, Feb. 3.—Parson Davies and 


several members of his aggregation 
passed through her* yesterday, en routo 
to El Paso, Tex. Ho stated, in an inter* 
view, that Choynski is in no condition to 
make any more matches for the* present, 
for he is suffering from an abscess in the 
ear and from over-training. Choynski, 
who expected to ctucllcuge the winner of 
the Maher-Fitzsiinmons fight, will not be 
(>' le to go into training for four or five 
months, so the "Parson" declares. 


Old Warship Unearthed. 


HALIFAX, Feb. 8.—Workmen In the im- 


perial navy yard here were digging a 
trench in which to sink a grounding an- 
chor, when they found their progress ob- 
structed by the remains of an, old-fash- 
ioned British man-of-war. The timbers 
are four Indies thick, of oak, and in a 
splendid state of preservation, notwith- 
standing the fact that they have been 1m- 
lieddi'd for probably a century. How the 
hull got there is a mystery. 


Walls Fell In. 


PAnis, Feb. 3.—A terrible accident, re- 


sulting in the killing of eight persons and 
the wounding of 60, occurred yesterday at 
Manlevrier. The accident was due to the 
collapse of the Villnee church. Mass was 
being celebrated, and the structure was 
comfortably filled. Suddenly the walls 
fell. The roof descended upon the strug- 
gling throng beneath, and it Is surprising 
that no more than eight were killed. 


Not Guilty. 


COLUMBUS, O., Feb. 3.—The Jury in the 


Colt case at Circlevillo returned a verdict 
of cot guilty late Saturday night. The 
jury were out three days. Colonel Coic 
was indicted for mHnslanghter. He com- 
manded the militia which fired into the 
mob at Washington Courthouse, October, 
1894. 
The verdict is of vital interest to the 


National Guard of the state. 


Death For Both. 


MARION, Ills., Feb. 8.—Frank Thomp- 


son and Willis Sanders met at Johnson 
City, a new town near here. Both began 
shooting. Both were mortally wounded, 
Thompson receiving a bullet In the spii,>], 
and his opponent' being shot through the 
lungs. Sanders suspected Thompson of 
intimacy with liii wife.

It is thought 
that she is hazily conscious of her sur- 
roundings during these trances, because 
when she awoke from tho former she had 
some vague recollections of what had hap- 
pened by her bedside. It is believed by 
her physicians that these attacks are due 
to scarlitinal poisoning during her In- j 
fancy.

The nomina- i 
tion was sent to the senate very soon nftor . 
tho 
convening of congress, but had j 


scarcely heen made public when protests 
against confirmation began to pour in 
from the A. P. A. societies in all parts of 
the country. After a delay of about sis 
Weeks the senate committee on military 
affairs nuido an unanimously favorable re- 
port to the senate. 


The opposition to confirmation was led 


by Senators Burrows, Gear, Porkins, Tel- 
ler, Pettigrew, Squire and Wilson, all of 
made speeches during the course of Satur- 
day's session. Senators Hawley, Mace and 
Palmer, all members of the committee, 
championed the general's cause, detailing 
the results of the investigation of the 
committee, which, they said, were entirely 
favorable to General Coppingor. 


The opponents of confirmation based 


their course of action almost entirely upon 
the fact that Coppinger hod been pro- 
moted over tile heads of 13 colonels who 
were his seniors in rank, which was dwelt 1 
upon 86 an rtijnst proceeding. When 
they were met with the statement that 
Coppinger was selected because of his su- 
perior military record, they asserted that 
there were others of equally meritorious 
record. 


They also made the point that in case of 


war the probabilities were altogether 
favorable to younger men coming to the 
front. 
The opposition did not fail to 


point out that Mr. Coppinger had served 
In the American army for almost aO years 
before he took out naturalization papers, 
and one senator, at lease, said that ho 
would not vote for any man who had 
fought, as it was admitted Coppinger had, 
against Italian unity in the tiaribaldiau 
wars. 


The opponents were taunted with being 


influenced by the A. P. A. influence and 
with making- war on Ooppiuger because 
he was a Catholic in religion, but they re- 
sented this imputation to a man. Some 
of those wla> voted for confirmation de- 
clared that they did so in resentment of 
the interference of the A. P. A., and de- 
clared that otherwise they would have op- 
posed the no in i nation because of its ia- 
vkliousuess. The debate was a most ani- 
mated one from start to finish. 


Congressional ForecaaU 


The senate has no well-defined plan for 


this week's proceedings. There will be no 
session today. It is possible, though by 
no means certain, that the finance com- 
mittee will ba able to report on the revenue 
tariff bill tomorrow, the matter still de- 
pending upon Senator Jones (Nov.). If 
the bill should bo reported there will prob- 
ably bo some desultory speech-making 
based upon it, but the consideration of tho 
measure 
would scarcely be seriously 


begun this week, even though a report 
should be secured as promptly as is hoped 
by the friends of the bill. 


The committee on appropriations will 


claim a good share of tho time that the 
senate will be in session. The urgent de- 
ficiency bill has already been reported, 
and the military academy and pension 
bills will bu put in early in the week. 
None of these will excite any prolonged 
debate, and it is altogether probable that 
all will be disposed of before the week 
closes. The Cuban and Monroe doctrine 
resolutions are also ou the calendar and 
can be taken up at any time. 


There is more or less executive business 


to claim attention, and the general calen- 
dar has been growing rapidly as tho result 
of committee work, while the silver bond 
bill has been claiming the attention of the 
somite. Under these circumstances the 
week bids fair to be one of diversified in- 
terest, with no one topio claiming atten- 


! tion.
